Sine i am unable to attend the 
conver _>n in person I am using this 
medi- nto present a general report on 
the ,'OUTH magazine for the past 
tv years. I would also like to take 
*;vis opportunity to wish you arsuccess- 
ful convention and express the hope 
that you will be able to reach a sol¬ 
ution to the chronic problem of how 
to make our National Organ best serve 
the interests of our organization and 
at the same time stay out of debt. 

The 1959-61 season was quite dis¬ 
appointing in the matter of new sub¬ 
scriptions but an attempt was made by 
some Dioceses to fulfill their quota 
in regard to the YOUTH debt. 

The 1960-61 interval started off 
in a very promising manner but due to 
circumstances over which we had no 
control a considerable amount of re¬ 
sentment and lack of support resulted. 
Our troubles began in the early Fall 
when we were unable to get our 
/magazine printed on time. This was 
pot due to the fact that we didn't have 
enough material; in fact, ever since 
last September we had enough article* 
on hand to fill several copies. The 
Ukrainian News Publishers had print¬ 
ing commitments which hnd priority 
over our magazine and we simply had 
to wait until time was available to 


print the YOUTH, as a result, the 
YOUTH came out irregularly and there 
were times when over two months 
elapsed between issues. Because of 
this, articles which were sent to us 
in September appeared in print in 
December or later. This in itself did 
not encourage individuals to send us 
further articles. What was even more 
disastrous was the fact that subscrip¬ 
tions almost stopped for a time be¬ 
cause it was difficultfor locals to get 
subscriptions to a magazine which 
appeared so irregularly. Despite 
these obstacles some support continued 
tocomein. The Saskatchewan Diocese 
in particular has made tremendous 
gains in subscriptions; Alberta has 
continued its support; and the Toronto 
Diocese has placed a steady order for 
150 copies a month. Each of these 
Dioceses is also organizing contribu¬ 
tions of articles. Our printers have 
assured us that we will now be able 
to have the magazine printed on time. 
The fact that the YOUTH is now caught 
up in issues testifies to the reliability. 
Our present editor who is attending the 
convention willbeableto supplyfur- 
ther details along this line if you so 
desire. 

The financial aspects of our mag¬ 
azine have always been a perennial 
problem. Our average monthly ex- 
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pense has been as follows: Printing - 
$75. Editing -$30., Mailing - $7. 
This amounts to $112. a month. We 
publish eleven issues a year so that 
amounts to $1232. The cost of pub¬ 
lishing the Youth for the two year per¬ 
iod since our last convention was 
$2,464. This is approximate because 
there were also a few extra expenses 
for cuts. From June, 1959 to Dec., 
1959 we received $530.39. In I960 
we got $765.85. Up to June 7, 1961 
we received $377.95 The total in¬ 
come for the two year period was 
$1,674.19 giving us a sizeable deficit 
when compared with expenses. Of 
the income for the two-year period, 
about$600. was money sent in to cover 
our debt. This money was used to 
cover our expenses as the YOUTH 
would have stopped publication sev¬ 
eral months ago for lack of funds. 
Even at that, our deficit for this two- 
year period was about $800. so our 
accumulated debt has increased rather 
then decreasedi The debt itself is 
owing to His Excellency Bishop Neil 
Savaryn of Edmonton. Without his 
aid, the YOUTH could not have con¬ 
tinued to exist. To date, the YOUTH 
is indebted to His Excellency toolmos* 
$1500. The main problems, -then, 
concerning the YOUTH are how to 
pay off our debt, and how to make 
♦he YOUTH pay for Itself. If presenr 
conditions previal, our debt can only 
increase. As stated in one of the 
editorials, we need do out 1500 sub¬ 
scribers to make the YOUTH reach thof 
stage where it can meet all expenses 
by itself. Until this condition is 
reached, the only way in which the 
YOUTH can stay out of debt is to have 
Press .Fund Donations supplement the 


regular subscriptions. Our paid up 
subscribers vary between 600 and 700. 
The latest count of subscribers will 
probably be mentioned by our present 
edifor. It isn’t fair to levy quotas for 
every Diocese to pay off our debt every 
two years. The Problem is to stay out 
of debt once our present one is taken 
care of. Another possible solution is 
to reduce the size of our magazine to 
cut down expenses. However this 
would probably be an undesirable 
move as the present 16-page edition 
is hardly sufficient for the needs of 
our organization. It is highly desir- 
dble that we continue to have a Na¬ 
tional Organ, otherwise we couldn't 
accomplish much as a National Or¬ 
ganization. 

Financing the YOUTH magazine 
has been a major task facing every 
Dominion U.C.Y. convention we've 
had. As yet, no workable scheme has 
been devised. If this Convention can 
solve the financial problems of the 
YOUTH it will succeed where every 
other one has failed. I am confident 
that if all U.C.Y. organizations as 
well as individual members co-operate 
fully, success can be achieved. I 
will pray for your success.

Report of the National Executive 1958-1961 

The objectives of the past National Executive, as a result of the last 
National Convention in Toronto in 1958, have been to meet their proposals and 
resolutions with the best of our capabilities. 

These resolutions and proposals were as follows: 

1. Whereas the Ukrainian people behind the Iron Curtain and in particular the 
Ukrainian Catholic Hierarchy and faithful are going through horrible per¬ 
secutions. We, the Ukrainian Catholic Youth of Canada expressour deepest 
sympathy and openly protest against the Communist Regime and resolve to do 
everything within our capacity in order to free our persecuted church and its 
people from the tyrannical oppression. 

2. That the U.C.Y. express our admiration to the U.C.Y. behind the Iron Cur¬ 
tain for their courageous oonfession of faith and perseverance. 

3. That the Congress express congratulations to newly appointed Bishops of 
Brazil and Australia. 

4. That the National Executive study the establishment of a permanent location 
for the National Office, giving special consideration to Winnipeg, Manitoba. 
The National Executive suggests that the new National office be located in 
Winnipeg for the next term or next National convention. The permanency 
then be decided at this next National Convention. 

5* That each Diocesan Executive pay in advance for desired amoung of member¬ 
ship cards to the National Executive. The locals in turn pay and obtain the 
desired amount of membership cards from the Diocesan Executive. Every 
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member should be registered at the local. Diocesan and National Executive. 
Each office should be notified of any chaige of residence or name. The 
National Executive continued this method as long as was possible until dif¬ 
ficulties arose. Requests continued coming for membership cards without 
names and even money. Then unused membership cards that were returned 
demanded credition new cards. This resulted in inaccurate estimates of paid- 
up members. 

6. "That a Junior U.C.Y. should be originated with members between the ages 

of 9 to 14 years, the Senior U.C.Y. members from 14years on." This resolu¬ 
tion was recommended by the Western Diocesan and is followed in larger 
U.C.Y. clubs where such division is more desirable from the interest stand¬ 
point of the individual members. 

7. "That the "Youth" continue to be the official organ of the U.C.Y. as stated 

in our Constitution." For an organization of National Stature such a period¬ 
ical as the Youth is necessary to properly describe this organization. It 
also serves to co-ordinate ideas and information from all parts of Canada 
between individual members. 

8. "That through the Central Executive apian of Financing the Youthbe evolved, 

eg. taking the necessary capital needed from previous years expense and 
dividing tne same between locals in Canada in relation to paid-up members. 
"The National executive has divided up the debt according to a paid-up 
membership basis. The debt was estimated at $1,750. Result was; 

- Western Diocese - $500.00 

- Saskatchewan Diocese - $500.00 

- Manitoba Diocese - $500.00 

- Eastern Diocese - $500.00 

9. "That the Central Executive enforce the Constitution regarding the subscription 

of the Youth through its Provincial Executives." In the new constitutions 
that were printed, amendments were made authorizing valid membership of 
the U.C.Y. only when a subscription to the Youth was purchased. This has 
been strictly adhered to. 

One of the difficult jobs of this executive has been the completion of the 
New Constitution. The formal approval of the amendnentsto the constitution by 
able and capable to translate the whole constitution into the Ukrainian-lang¬ 
uage. The printing of the constitution cost. -$359.99. 

Requests for U.C.Y. pins made it necessary for us to locate plates of the 
former pins. These plates werelnot to be found so new plates werefmade. The 
new pins cost - $372.00 
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The National Executive instituted a means of keeping in touch and finding 
out the progress of the different diocesan executives. By this method each 
diocese completes a questionaire every three months (or quarterly). Better par¬ 
ticipation in the completion of these reports would be desired, however. 

The National Executive was represented at every meeting of the Ukrainian 
Catholic Council of Canada. The National Executive will be represented by the 
Manitoba Diocesan Executive at the unvailing of the Shevchenko Memorial in 
Winnipeg. 


The Youth has been approved a contribution to its Press Fund. The amount 
will depend upon convention expenses. The editor of the Youth has hadmany 
difficulties in publication of this periodical. For Mr. Caruk's perseverance and 
fine work, the National Executive wishes to express its sincere appreciation for 
his endeavors. 

There have been several marriages to members of our National Executive 
during the past term of office. It was necessary to obtain the services of the 
Sask. Diocesan Executive to help the remaining Nation executive with conven¬ 
tion plans. To the Sask. Diocesan Executive, The National executive is very 
grateful for their co-ooeration. 

Some statistical data was made available at the time of the writing of this 
report. The National executive received 231 letters, 39 circulars, and 82 
minutes. The executive mailed 166 letters. According to Quarterly Reports, 
there ere 19 local clubs in Sask., 23 local clubs in Man^, 18 local clubs in 
Eastern Diocese and 21 local clubs in the Western Diocese.- There have been 
nearly 4,000 paid-up members in the past three year term.,

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CHIEF CEREMONIES OF THE MASS

This is the continuation of the 
Mass which I hope will provide you 
more knowledge of our Mass. 

4. After the Epistle comes the read¬ 
ing of the Gospel. This recalls to 
our minds Our Lord's preaching dur¬ 
ing the three years of His public 
apostolic life. Before reading the 
Gospel, the priest reads a prayer 
silently. Then he says: "Wisdom, 
let us stand and listen to the Holy 
Gospel. Peace be to all." The 
server replies, "and with thy spirit". 
The priest continues wtih the words: 
"Reading of the Holy Gospel of St. 
(Name)." The server replies, "Glory 
to Thee, O Lord, glory to Thee." 
The priest begins the reading of the 
Gospel with the words: Let us be 
attentive". The priest reads the 
Gospel facing the congregation and 
the Gospel Book is placed on a 
lectern. 

After the Gospel comes the 
Impetratory Ektenia. You will re¬ 
call that at the beginning of the 
Mass the Ektenia was for peace. 
Now this Ektenia is called Impetra¬ 
tory because it is a prayer of earnest 
petitions. 

The priest unfolds the corporal 
on the altar to signify that in a 
short time after the departure of the 
catechumens the great mystery of 


the Transubstantiation will take place 
that is, the changing of the Bread 
and V/ine into the sacred Body anc 
Blood of Christ. While unfolding 
the corporal the priest exclaims: 
"All catechumens depart; catechu¬ 
mens depart; all catechumens depart; 
let no one of the catechumens be 
present; all faithful, again and again, 
in peace let us pray to the Lord". 

With this exclamation the Mas: 
of the Catechumens ended in the 
early times of the Church. All un¬ 
baptized persons had to leave the 
church because they were considered 
unworthy to assist at the most sacred 
rite of the Consecration of the Bread 
and Wine. Only good and exemplary 
Christians were permitted to assist 
at the third part of the Mass that 
begins at this particular point and 
called the Mass of the Faithful. 

Here is recited a short Ektenia 
followed by the Hymn of the Che¬ 
rubim. Man was created to glorify 
Him in heaven. The words of this 
Cherubim Hymn are: 'We who mys¬ 
tically represent the Cherubim and 
sing to the life-giving Trinity the 
thrice-holy hymn, let us now lay 
aside all the cares of this life." 
While the server reads this hymn, 
the priest says silently the prayer 
of the Cherubimic Hymn with his 
hands raised as a token of the fer¬ 
vour with which he says this prayer. 
After the prayer he makes three smal I 
bows, saying the Cherubimic Hymn 
three times. 
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5. Immediately after the three bows, 
the priest goes to the preparation 
table where he takes the paten and 
the chalice and carries them to the 
main altar. While carrying the 
sacred vessels with the Holy Gifts, 
the priest says aloud: "May the Lord 
God remember in His kingdom His 

.Holiness, our universal Pontiff (N), 
pope of Rome, our Most Reverned 
Archbishop and Metropolitan (N). 
and our God-loving Bishop (N)., 
and the priesthood, the deaconate, 
the religious orders, our present 
government and all armed forces, 
the noble and ever remembered found¬ 
ers and benefactors of this holy 
Church, and all of you orthodox 
Christians, now and forever, world 
without end". 

This is the Great Entrance, which 
signifies the entry of Christ into 
Jerusalem on Palm Sunday. 

The follows the Extenia of the 
Offertory. 

6. The Creed — the symbol of 
Faith: Before the recitation of the 
Creed the priest bows three times 
and kisses the Holy Gifts. By this 
he signifies that the faithful are in 
peace with each other. During the 
recital of the Creed the priest jiftl 
up the chalice veil and keeps it 
before his eyes, reminding the peo¬ 
ple that we cannot fully understand 
all the articles of our Faith, but we 
must acqept them on the infallible 
word of (jurist, and that at this par¬ 
ticular point in the Mass, we must 
renew our faith before the great 
mustery of the Transubstantiation takes 


place. 

The Creed is followed by four 
invocations. 

After the Sanctus is the Con¬ 
secration. The priest repeats the 
words of the Consecration aloud. 
This differs from the Latin Rite, in 
which the words of the Consecration 
are said silently. 

7. The elevation of the consecrated 
Bread and Wine is made immediately 
following the Consecration. This 
reminds us that Christ offered Him¬ 
self upon the cross for the salvation 
of all men. Both species are ele¬ 
vated together, not separately as in 
The Latin Rite. During the elevat¬ 
ion the priest says: "Thine of thine 
own we offer to Thee on behalf of 
all and for all." 

A hymn follows in honour of the 
Blessed Virgin. By this hymn we 
thank the Blessed Virgin for having 
given us Christ, without Whom the 
Sacrifice of the Divine Liturgy would 
be impossible. The words of this 

hymn are: "It is proper to bless 
Thee as - true Mother of God, ever 
blessed and all-immaculate and Mo¬ 
ther of our God. More honorable 
than the Cherubim and incomparably 
more glorious than the Seraphim, 
bearing the Word of God without 
harm to thy virginity, and being 
truly God's Mother, we glorify thee. " 

The priest makes a commemoration 
of the ecclesiastical authorities fol¬ 
lowed by two incocations.

SEX ATTRACTION 
IS A SACRED THING

God has implanted sex attraction 
in human nature. It is not body 
lure. That is lust. But sex attrac¬ 
tion means a man and woman drawn 
to each other by a special urge of 
mind, heart and will. Heart throbs 
through the body. But unless mind 
and will are with the heart there is 
not love. And love should be the 
fruit of sex attraction, real love, 
permanent love. If the sex urge 
alone is the important thing then 
there is no difference between man 
and brute. But no one is willing 



to admit that. Many moderns write 
and speak glibly about the grandeur 
of sex as if sex were a separate 
thing, an independent thing, a pri¬ 
vate and personal matter. If they 
lived constantly as they write or 
speak they would spell ruin to them¬ 
selves in body and mind. If the sex 
appeal propaganda really succeeded 
in winning a nation that nation would 
go down to its doom. But sex at¬ 
traction is a sacred and holy thing 
for it brings man and woman into a 
permanent relationship', that is mar¬ 
riage. And on marriage the race, 
the nation, the home depend. Mar¬ 
riage means a new life. For two 
lives that were separate, in marriage 
become one. And this oneness is 
so real in mind, heart and body, 
this union so imtimate that God bles¬ 
ses it with a NEW LIFE. For the 
child is the expression of the most 
perfect human love in terms of NEW 
LIFE. 

To consider sex life by itself as 
a means of personal pleasure is to 
sin against a sacred power given by 
God to man, that man may co-operate 
with His CREATIVE POWER. "I will 
create if you will co-operate" is 
God'spromiseexpressedby implanting 
in man and woman such an attraction 
for each other that they gladly sur¬ 
render their individual lives, blend 
them into one life which procreates 
other lives. Marriage follows sex 
attraction. It gives sex attraction 
its true meaning. Separate sex at¬ 
traction and its fulfillment from mar¬ 
riage and you reduce amn not merely 
to the brute but to the brute in the 
jungle, that is the brute at his worst. 


God's law means man's happiness. 
The commandments express God's 
Law clearly. Nature's dictates may 
sometimes be obscure. God's com¬ 
mandments may often call for an 
explanation. An infallible Church 
often call for an explanation. And 
an infallable Church says: "The 
gateway to happy marriage is real 

love. Real love is impelled to real 
life fulfillment by sex attraction. 
This is God's will expressed by an 
impulse He has implanted in human 
nature. If you direct that impulse 
into a separate channel you commit 
serious sin and spell ruin to your¬ 
self. There is no near-right and 
near-wrong in this matter. Sex 
relationship leads with marriage, and 
therein is not only right but holy. 
Outside of marriage it is totally, 
wrong." 

The Church in so speaking is not 
making a human law but is proclaim¬ 
ing and explaining GOD'S law. 
The chuich did not make marriage 
indissoluble. Christ did. And as 
Christ made her His Ambassador she 
is bound to carry His message to 
the world. No other Church holds 
this position for every other Church 
has a human founder. THE CHURCH 
has a divine founder. What He* 
said centuries ago, she is saying 
today and tomorrow and will con¬ 
tinue to say for endless tomorrows. 
Nothing more, nothing less. The 
Church says that sex promiscuity is 
a sin. Why? Because Christ says 
so. The Church teaches that mo¬ 
desty is the protector of purity. 
Modesty in thought, word and be- ( 



havior will do more for sacredness 
of sex than all the sex instruction 
in the world. The Church and Na¬ 
ture are one in looking to modesty 
first. Normal human society even 
primitive society is modest. It is 
only when soceity has degenerated 
that modesty is flouted. Give the 
growing boy and girl a love for 
purity, develop their natural sense 
of modesty with a supernatural mo¬ 


tive — " I want to be modest be¬ 
cause God's Mother who is my Mo¬ 
ther was modest" -- and you do more 
to place sex relationship where it 

belongs — in the realm of the sa¬ 
cred — than you can with books and 
lectures.
